“The export corporation will have 
to buy at the new domestic price, t. ¢., 
it seems certain that the farmer will 
not quote a differential price accord- 
ing to whether the wheat“ is to be 
sold at home or exported,” Sir Josiah 
says. “At the same time, there is a 
double loss on the export price, whicn 
depends on the ultimate relations be- 
tween the two movements of price, 
j. e., the upward movement internally 
and the downward movement extern- 
ally. 

Possible Loss Seen. 

“Tf the downward movement is very 
large then the loss on exports, espe 
cially in a ‘bumper’ year, may con- 
ceivably be so great as to exceed the 
gain from the increase in the domes- 
tic price, though such a result is 
clearly improbable. It seem’ very dif- 
ficult to forecast the relations between 
these two price movements. It will 
depend upon the relations between the 
demand of the wheat importing coun- 
tries and the total surplus which the 
wheat exporting countries can offer. 

“In addition, the position will be 


influenced by the relative marginal | 


costs of the wheat exporting countries. 
If those of the United States are low 
it would seem to follow that the 
scheme can be carried easily, but if 


they are high relatively to other wheat 
producing countries, then the move- 
ment of the internal price will be lim- 
ited by the United States import 
tariff.” 

If the United States authorities view 
with alarm the movement from land 
to town and the abandonment of 
farms, and desire to maintain the ex- 
isting rate of supply and, at the same 
time, raise the domestic price, then 
it would seem to follow, according to 
the British expert, “that the export 
price may fall considerably so that the 
farmer's ultimate position, whe ac- 
count is taken of the excise, wik not 
be improved and may even be worse.”

2. An advisory body shall.be pro- 
vided to see that the slaughtering of 
diseased cows is done with due regard 
to the ability of the United States, 
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the state, and the owners to pay for 
them. 

3. The program is to begin imme- 
diately. As soon as the report is filed . 
the farmers will be asked to sign peti- 
tions to have their herds placed under 
state and federal supervision. 

4. Vaccination methods to immunize 
calves against tuberewlosis are to be 
adopted. 

5. Pasteurization of skim milk used 
for calves, hogs and chickerts is to be 
promoted as a measure of protection 
for these animals. 

6. Eradication of tuberculosis in 
state owned herds is to be pushed.

PADLOCKS FOR THE 
FEDERAL BUILDING.

The person who wrote this was Hutch- 
inson, a distinguished British authority, 
and the extracts are from his text book 
on dyspepsia. Note that he refers to 
functional dyspepsia. He recognizes 
dyspepsia due to cancer, to ulcer and 
to various forms of organic disease. He 
also recognizes dyspepsia due to galil- 
stones and infected gall biadder, to ap- 
péndicitis and to adhesions, 

In every case of dyspepsia these causes 
should be sought for. When found they 
should be removed, if possible. If the 
condition is what he calis functional 
dyspepsia, changing occupation, learning 
not to worry, avoiding anxiety and fear, 
will do more to cure the trouble than 
will taking dyspepsia medicine or diet- 
ing, or even eating slowly and chewing 
the food well. 

The same author holds about the same 
opinion about belching. As a rule no 
gas is formed in the stomach Most 
of the gas in the stomach is swallowed 
alr. He says: “It ts stil) very widely 


by doctors, that wind in the stomach is 
the result of fermentation. This ts a 
mistake.” . 

He does tell of one man who had a 
very badly dilated stomach and who 
belched much marsh gas which came 
from his stomach and nearby segments 
of the intestine. On one occasion he 
belched just as he lighted a cigarette. 
‘The result was that he looked like the 
man from Muncie. A flame of burning 
gas shot out of his mouth. But that has 
happened only once so far as the record 
shows. The rule is that the gas belched 
up is composed of recently swallowed 
air.

air. It may be well for a bad air swal- 
lower to drink fluids through a tube 
rather than from a glass. Hating rather 
dry meais is better than drinking soups 
and eating liquid foods generally. 

The worst belchers are the dyspeptics 
who have what is called aerophagea. 
These subjects bring up enormous quan- 
tities of gas. They can belch on demand. 
In fact, being able to belch on order 
is enough to base a diagnosis on. When 
they get started they may run for hours, 
unable to stop until sleep overtakes 
them. This is a form of nervousness, 
though often stomach distress lies at the 


bottom of it. \ 

The air is not swallowed all the way 
into the stomach. One belch draws air 
several inches down the tube towards the 
stomach and the next one throws It out 
again. As a rule this form of belching 
ean be controlled by explaining to the 
patient what it is and telling bim how 
it happens and advising him to stop. AS 
a rule he stops on request. He rather 
easily trains himself to resist the de- 
sire. If he carries his training another 
step he escapes from the nervousness 
which Iies at the bottom of his supposed
